Finnuncial Infiation in Eugland and its
Results.

It has been for =ome time apoarent that any
soriously depressing execitement in the money
matket would have the effect of bearing down
several English establishments which either had
their origin in & period ot unwise speculation,
or which by imprudent ventures alded ro in-
tensily that specnlation.  Financial inflation in
England was the consequent of cnuses that re.
sulted from our recent war. At the time hoas-
tilities commenced laree stocks ol eotton Inna
ruw, and especially in a fabricated state were
held by the Eoglish manufacturerss and thus,

disustrous to the working men, it led to such an
advaunce in the price of cotton goods, that mer-
chants amd wanunlgetnrers, who from an oyver-
stocked market almost stared bankruptey in the
foce, found themselves rolling in unexpoected
niches, The rise in the price of votton also led
ton great advance in the value ot linen and
woollen tabries, and or commodities  gencrally,
&0 thut almost all producers ~hared iu the gene-
ral prosperity,

In the disposition of their unexpected gains
the possessors thereol once more set to work
to estublish the truth ol the old adage, that
money easily golten 8 ensily spent.  Capital
being most abundant, it could not find employ-
ment in the usunl chunnels, except at very low
rutes of interest; 8o a new one was opened to
receive it.  This channel, which eventually
widened into a periect gull, was the establish-
ment of joint slock compan:es, with Hmited he-
bilities, lor finaneia! and industrisnl operations
of ¢very conceivable kind. Many old

Give us the Soda Ash Ma nufacture,
From the Tribune.

Boda ash within ten days has gone up hall a
cont a pound.

Well, what of that? this :—For the
bread that we Amertesns eat—for the window-
glass that lights our houses, and in part shelters
us from the wenther—for every pound of hard
zonap we use—for every sheet of our letter, cap,
and printiog paper —for the bleaching of our
cotton eloths, nnd very many other blessings,
we are absolutoly dependent on Great Briiain.
Her manufacturers of soda ach have the
monopoly of furnishing the United 8tates with
that arilele;, indispensably pecessury in itseld
and in its correlative prodaoets to the supply of
the commonest wants of our gocial snd domestic
lite, There 18 uot & soda a-h manulnetory in
the United States, There are the skeletons of
mnny, killed dead by acompetition under ivee
trade 1arifls or tree trude clwuses in protective
taritls, which represents the difference ol wazes
paid to common lnborers in the United Stuates
and Great Dritaiu—560 cents a day there, and
$1°00 & day here. But there 18 not a siogle liv-
ing, kicking soda ash faclory in our whols
cuuntry.

Let us restule this our nation's dependence.
Ii u war should break out between fireat Brivain
snd the Uniied States, we should be inslantly
cut off from our supply of the materals to make
bread, soap, glass, and paper. The menufae-
turing interests dependent upon soda ash and
it4 correlatives wonld forthwith be brought to
the grentest distress or 10 absolute ruin; 8o soon
s the imported stock on band was exhausted,
we should have to depend on blockrde-runving
to obtain the chemical clement necessary 1o
enable the nation to wash its clothes and raise
it# bread and eakes.  In the event ol such & war
fodu ash wounld go up to two dollars a pound,
lndeed, it could not be got at any price, Our
prople would expirte with a wide-sprend distress
their folly in not havine encoursged and esta-
bhirhed the manufaeture of this article of prime
and indispensable pecessity, at leust to the point
ol indepeudence of loreign supply,

The vemuncratiou of direcors
was fixed at exorbitant rates (‘o one cuse equal
to onc balf the entire sum that might become
sppheable to divldend), and "I"-[lll'!lﬂ_\ without
the shghtest regard as to whetaer & profic wis
gnrnvd or pol., Clauses were artfully drawn
fencing inthe directors on every side, and vir
tuully preventing the sharebolders, however dis-
sutlaticd, obtaining an tosieht into the real staw
of atlairs, or effectine any change in the divec-
tion. But people with plethoric pockets onred
pot for such trivasl matters us theas; they were
promised enormous dividends, and thay was suf-
ticient; bot they bave now learned to thelr cost
that Hine promises, like flue words, butter ne
purenips.

Thus guarded sgainst intrusion, and screened
against the peering of inquisitive eyes, the art-
ful mavagers ol these wssoclations were enn
bled, by I%I.Hi‘: pretenses nod “eooked” aoconnts,
to give a Bctitous value 1o thoir shares, and to
win the contidence of speculative money-lenders,
who freely dwcounted their paper.” But us
soon 1S the prospect ol # Buropenn war oaunsed
i henvy decline in securltivs snd shares, these
offspringe of dnancial infution were thoe trse
to teel the effeots of the rising storm, and one
after another exbibited thewr Internal rotien-
nesé 1o the outward world, They sank under
the first breath of wind that was waited over
the commercinl horlzon, Witk thelr 1all, con-
fidence was lost in the various Onanglal esta
bliehments that bad suvegoured them, Then

cnme the panie, and then those houses soon fol-
lowed in the wake ol thelr prolepes. Asls the

inordinate profits  to  torelgners 1o  have
pwid tor the snecessful  estublishment here
of the soda ash manufneture in @t least
eight ditlerent  Btates, and 1o lhave
gsecured  a  permanently low  and  steady
price ol the artlcle im all rthe American

markets, This rise of bhall a cent & pound—a
Britieh tax on every elass, soap, paper, and
cotton munufacturer in this country—will not
excite a protest. How wise it would be for these
manufacturers, quitting forever their chronic
protests againse a tarilf on sodn ash, to unite in
demandiog oue that should immediately estab.
lish the wmenufacture here and save them for-
ever from these inevitable fluctustions in the
price ot tue toreign article, und the extravagant
protite from whith only home competition be-
twesn established producers saves the consumer,
